A story of wonderful heroism accompanies the report of 
the mishap. : 


Mr. F, B. Tompkins, of Manchester, whose lez was badly 
injured, and who alone was capable of getting out without 
assistance, tried to limp to the village for help but sank down 
al the side of the road exhausted. His condition may be 
judged from the fact that later ‘his leg was amputated. 


When help arrived, the five remaining occupants were still 
alive. They were hurried to hospital, but three succumbed’ to
